Tftc openang- y^ais- of the; nctietcentli cefitui^ witnessed tlie rapiti 
enoiTi^lenient of tl^e Cisf-Sutlej States by three ria-in^ pernTn—the 
British, the Gurkhafl, and the SSkLia. L&rd WcUealc^ having di^ 
carded the polioy of non-intervention in ihc aEairfi of the native 
Triticca, revor-ted i& the poSky of Wj(rren HaiTcnps andj within a few 
ycan^ pushed the frontieri of the East India Company up to tJtel>anli;H 
of th* River Jumna in the north. Equally rapid wn^ the expansiM 
of the Gurkha pO^'*r« whose ofllcef^ having Brmiy aatahhshed than- 
ieJves in the Nepal VaTfeyj were fa^t euhduJn^, one after anotherp qh 
the HiB CEibda along the hordcri of the plains hctwcen tlic Rjvers 
Jumna and Sudej. No lesa phenomertal was the estabUsEiment of a 
Ettong Sikh monarchy In tha Punjab.

He manifested, a chccrhit readiness tt> fidi In with the proposals of 
Meleaht for a dcfcniivo alliance against an invnwon of India by 
France or her idbeSj hut ho demanded and insiated on a price feir bti 
alliance —namely^ the rccognitioe by the britiih Government of his 
undiluted Bovercignty over all the Cia-Sutfej Chiefs.^ Thia claim 
thti ^nvoy*' bad no nutherfipy to concede.

The iJiStniClLoins^ ef Ll-CJoI. Ochtciiony enjcrined him to 
acquire afl u^ful ii^fcrmatEon rej^arding the railitAry atrength aod 
resource! of the Punjab and the dbpositicn cf iu Chie& and 
iitanCs. If he received any proposidons of a nsbelLioca nature &o£n the 
disafFected ^rdars, he whs asked ""to dcclEne any present aeqoies- 
cenea . . without eKcludtri^j however^ ^e pr^bility 

that future cvpita may retuler them acceptahk.” Re^ardioE 
detefminalioit of the British to asaume the protection of the Cis-

The problem of the Cis-Sutlcj Chiefs was v^jry thorny one. 
By the Treaty of Peace, concluded in December 1^03, DnuEaC Rao 
flcindhfa had Rurendsred (0 the Britiah Government all his '' rights 
and interagu ” m NoithemHirid(>5tan. These " rights and in(or«tJ" 
the British CovenriTnent new sought to interpret into an acquisition 
^ il of sovereignty over, among others, the GEs-^utlqj States.^ It 
is^ however, diificult to admit the vatidsty of this claim^focthe 
occasional depredatioifis of the hfarnthas in this tti-ritory can

Siprgh to withdraw their liuu?as (postt) and collecton from the 
Pathan's territoryj where ilfecy had been S&tioncd by the nuthorlty 
of Eanjit Singh. This done, Attanllah Khan waa once ^gatn 
iiwtHlIed in undUpElicd autbciity over his poBEctstons^ Naturally 
enough^ this earned for (he Bridih the cverlaating gratitude of this 
Moharaitiadan Chief, 

These hlcodlCEJ triumphs of Lt.-CcI, Ochterlony were hard 
kneoh^ for Ranjit Sio^h.

it wsii too This was a good opportunity for OchteHony to 

kill two birds with one SXOoe. He promised a halt fer five days, aa 
requerted^^ apparently to oh]^ tlie Vaktisy hut ed rcftllty to tide 
over his djfiicultiei caused hy the uneicpected hah of the main army 
under Major-General St. Legcr. 

The spirit of accommodation displayed by Ochtci Jony on tlih 
oecasion by agi-ceiifig to the request of the soon b&re fmrt. 

The latter, cn tlieir awn rsponBtbdlity, inUlicdiiAtely ordered the 
Sikh forces to rccroas the Sudej^ which was promptly done^ This 
ittp alone obviated the thanOeS of an immediate rupture^. 

Other pnimiseip however, remained unfulfilled tUl the very last 
day Elf the rapitc that had heei^ granted, and Ochterlony-s promise 
oF halt expired on the Ifith Fehruttryr He therefore lesum-ed his 
mareh and reached Ludiiiana Oil the 17th Pebruarys where he took 
up a strong poaation with his rear to the tmvn^.

Khut WHi 
rcatoLcd on the 2^nd Mareh^, ^^nd the inealitution of FarJdketc 
follOv«d on the 2nd April'. Mictcalfi: 'a trEumph waa eomplctc. 

A brief Tieatyp c&ne]tid<id on 25?h Aprils lfl09p conrumraated 
the aucDcas of Metcalfe at the C^rc of Lnahote. It laid down in 
Fitnple terms the basis of friendahlp and peace hctwceii die iwO 
States, Rnnjit Singh WhTI assured a free hand to the noith-wesL of 
the Rivet Sudej, which was hctioorc.rlli to h^. cocsideri^d the 
boundary of hia dominioua on this side ; the Mahataja war not to 
maintain in hia posaesaions on the leh hank of the Sutl'^ more 
troopa than were needed to police themp and he not to commit or 
countenance any acta o-f aggreasdon a^ainat the Gia-Sntlcj Ghidaj who 
were: declared under the protection of the BritEih CJovernmecit^ 

The CiwSutrljej States^ at we have aheady acen^ were taJtcn 
under the protection of the Jjrittali Cavcrnmexit by a Proclamation 
iasued Art the 9th February, by Lt.-Col. Ochterlony. But 

what was to he the CKacC rolatiortshlp between the Britiah Govern¬ 
ment on the one hand ^nd the Protected Chiefs on the oth-er ? In 
Septembef, ]dObj wheo Ranjit Sin^h, at tEic hcntd of a powerful 
army, had threatened their entire subjugation, these Chetfa would 
hftv* gladly accepted the protection of the British Governmenc on 
the latter's own tOrch-l'j however hard they might h^vc been®. But 
by the time the British decided to advance a detachment of troops 
towarda the Sutlej, Ranjit SiTigh had already rctreAWd into hia own 
dominiens beyond that riv^r, Tlio protection olTei'^S by the Britiah,

Not only that XJiey had gladly complied with all the 
Beidah requdavdons — even those that demanded the relmjquishment 
of all their recent acquisitions, which were of no flmall value and 
impottatioe to (hem- But wheh dio Stitish Government did not 
ijidiciite any intaitson to withdraw^ into ib owTi dominions the 
detachment that it had planted at Ludhianaj the appi-ehcnsionB of 
tlvosfi Chiefi as to th-c ultunalc intentions oT die British with tegatd 
to thetnseEves and their CemtOrics bc^an daiJy to be sfrenEChened. 
Tlicsir suipicionB were further confij-m^d when tlio Brldth Govern- 
VMHii started repairing' and imprciving the Fort of Ludhiana with ^ 
vic^v to sireogthen it fhr military purposes^. These Chiefi iverc 
vmv eonviooed diat the stAbooing of a British ferce at Ludhiana 
was EDir^ to be a measure of a mora permaner^t naturft dtan ihoy 
had been led to imagine. The inquiries of Lt,-CoL Ochterlony into 
the ri^tWrt and yesauixei of their dofninions further excited the most 
unfuvourablc BurmiscB^ and the atmosplicre became thickly charged 
with a distrusc of the ahns and intentions of the British Govern- 
mcr^t^ Nor were the agents of Ranjit Sirtgh slow to exploit thk 
irnfoTEiinate Eiluadou j they did ihclr beat to catrange the rdationa of

For 
tlte first bEK. cficctivB hmitE were SCI to the aggreaeive career of 
hfahaiaja Ranjtt Singh on this sido, and the CivSudej ChieR finally 
Bccured frem the danger, both jminediqle and OvenSua], of beit^g 
ahaorbed in the ever-grawii^ dominion of this poteutatc. RanjSt 
Singli't territorial ambitions were henceforth directed towards the 
ncrth-cast and norlh^west where they were tanimpeded by the 
Biitisbj and to the south-west, where they kter became ineompatiblc, 
for dtratcgieal reasons, with the policy of the Britiah^ arsd where 
otiec again he waa forced to accept limitadofts imp^d upon him by 
(he determined stand of the British Government.

During the IBLh century in India many opportUQitics preseiited 
themselves Co tact and aenbitEgM for 'Cirvinff ouC independent princi-^ 
pn-iUtic?. The groat empire of the MughaL after a glctricms career of 
negr(y two ccjitpries hfld fallen into a graduat proccw of decay. The 
Mitghal Emperors were Jgiing thcLr pov,^ and prestige with head- 
IpNg precipitation^ while their unworthy ministers and Euppgrtsrt 
unscTuputoualy indulged in munJer, emperor-talinding, treachery and 
rapincj and were always ready to sacrifice the intercsti of the 
empire for thcrr otvn aclAsli ends. 

The M ughai vicCro-y? of provinces were generally lunk in doth 
Bind sensualiry. They had no fear of irtterfcrencc by the CeufTal 
Covemment and were free fjom reatraint. Hence there was np 
cLieck gn the progress of rdisCule. Thia confnaion was further 
aggravated by a series of foreign inva^ns from the north-wtst, 
leaving nothing in their wake buC the smoke of homing homei^ 
lavished liuinanity and tlie reek of innocent blood. 

Such a. chaotic state opened a great pri7;e to the able and 
ambirioUS. SJen rose from obscurity into the fiilJ blft^e of historical 
renown. Adinni^ Ecg Khao whs one such a man of low birth, 
unlgtCercd, but endowed with a majicrful ambition aud a persever¬ 
ing temper. He was first cmplcyed even hetore hi$ teens as n 
servant in the households of MuLghnl offierrsj and rose to power by 
patient labour and force of clsaraclcr* until hc ultimately became 
Governor of the Punjab and played an importauL part in Lhc olDsin& 
soeues of Mustim rule in the province. 

AdJnA Beg Kban started hit public lift in iho thirties. It was 
biyiughtto a ctose in 1758. During that Litne he Saw Nadir Shah's 
invasaonj four campaigns of Ahmad Shah AhdalE, tho M^rAtha 
conquest of the Punjab Euid the rise of the Sikhs to political po\i'-et- 
The Punjab had bccwUe in that period a cockph of straggle between 
various powers and hud almost been eonverted into ng man^s land. 
The first struggle lay between Ahtnad Shah AbdaU aod the 
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Muj^hab, m tfliich the former waa viCt&esoufl. Thtn eniucd cht 
cDnflacir between AJunAd Shah aud the Marathasj in which the 3alt^ 
■vi^fert; woMted. Now the Sikhs -and! Ahmad Shah bcgaii to d^lit 
hetween thcmieEvce fbr the paaresssion of the pVifla of the Patijab and 
ultimateJy Aluuad Shah waa CKptdcd from thia provinee. Adina 
Ec^ therefore whnMScd or wO^ struggJea for the Punjab

He yfHt born at Sharni^piJir^ IS twlow Lahore 
on the right hank cf the Ravi. Ejetfemo poverty ofnipcJlpd him 
very early life to seek service, la the homes of Mughal officers. 

gpejrtt moat of hii tiifle at Jatalabad, Khanpuc and Bajwara^ piE 
situated in the Jttilundur I>oab.> Thia was the bcgmtdug of hi3 lifC' 
long assDCLHtion with this part of the Ponjah. 

His atijrdhieia af character' atid love of enterprise made him 
djsfcfltitcnted vdth. hh menial position. When he grew to manhood 
he sought a life of jtrertufliia action. Constant aassocialion with the 
Mughal officer^ a-ftated in his mind a sLiong desire for Tnilltarj^ life, 
so he joi-ned Llie aimyL He wira, howeverj won disillusioned of has 
new career by its poof prOijiectE, left it for the more lucrative p<J*t of 
rcveuue colicctcr of vELEage of Kang in Sultanpur’ Di^rEct of the 
Jullundur Doab- He dhplayrd great energy, cOMtage and force of 
chatMcter in the perfortnance of hie nciv dutlcsL tlis ahlliiy and 
tact won him nuany friends^ one of whom was Lala Sri Nlwas of 
Dhir caste, a rich hanker oF Sultmpurj a very inHucntlal man, who 
in a few yeara obtained for Adina Jlcg Klutn the revenue Contract of 
five or sis villages in the territory of Kang. The IhllowLog year 
all the villages of Kang cimLc pa^d to his chnrge.^ 

Adina Beg Khan was now hceomi ng a man of markr His foot 
was on the ladder of piomotjon. His appointment to thii post 
stimuliited his cociEics and rekindled his nmbLtion. Th# dmlc ol 
Ki'^ng was a Unit of the Z^ultanpor District.. Adina JJeg Khan 
deposited hia revenues in ihe treasury of StalSanpttr. The dLstfict 
officer wai so much stmek Ly his honesty, Icy'alty nind ability that 
he sometimes dcpu&&d him to Lah&i'r. in chnirgr nf the rcvcnucE of 
his district. It was au eKcellcnL opportunity for an ainbitloua 
person to obtain influence in the conrt of LHihorc.

Knowing 
the country iiitinuitjclyj and being ^ruloiv+d with an asniten^SS and 
intrcpklLLy whkli were H^ual to any atnergcncy, they made the 
beat use of these disturbances. On die snetir^ment of th* Foraian 
invader the Sikhs oontiuued their depredadons and were the principal 
Eounce of danger to the pcaoc and prosperity of the province. The 
Goytmor th^rerore organised columns of light cavalry for the pnrauit 
of the SikliSj who were consequently ftj^elled frtMM th* Bari Doab 
with heavy loascar 

They th-sn moved On CO the Jullundur Doab. Zafcariya Khan 
knew that the Jullundur Doab was mofldy peopled by JatS who Iiod 
sympathy witli the Sikhs. Hr ivas, therefore^ in search cf a capable 
governor for this t^utltoryr Ic whs brought to his nctlce that tlic 
district of Sultanpni*, which was situated on the main road from 
Lahore to DeLhi^ had been ruined like many otVi^r places^ by Nadir 
Shah’s trODpS^ who had alsc taken captive a number of men aoj 
women oE" the place, and tli4i.t Adina Beg Khan iiad succeeded in 
rraioring order at this tirac^ luid given rtlfof fo the people and had 
seeured the release of many prisoners by ransom. Thfi Vlccioy al*0 
knew that Adinsi Beg was active, energetic and had porsojial knowl¬ 
edge of the I>oahr So he was promoted to the high rank of the 
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fOcvcrnar) of Jullundur Doala ajid VffiS ^irdercd te puiudh 
thiC Sibhi!. 

Adiaa Eeg SLiccccdcd in hfstorir^ff peace and Order in (he tkjB.hy 
but he did not ^dopc ^Avcrc racaBurcs c*! cruah (iic SEkha and perhaps 
dclibtraccljr winked at aotnc of their aolEvlticS, permitting them to 
Cany on so [ong aa they refralnerf fi-oFii ertating fler?oiJa diatyrbanes 
wiLEvEn hia jm-iadiction.

might alan have pursued the usual policy of keeping the people 
plraacd with the new government under him. Adijia Beg kn^iy that 
the wrath oF the Diwan waa bouird to fall upon him, so he im¬ 
mediately went to Lahore and visited Lakhpat Rnii Alone at night Co 
apnlogiac- The Ddwan did rrat listen to- his entreaties and Adana 
Beg and hia two asSistajitS^ Bliwarii Das and Nidhan Bingh, were 
imprisoned and Shahnaiya^ Khan, the yo-ujigor HOtn of the Khan 
Bahadur^ wAS given charge of the Jullundur Doab. 

The deimqucatfl L-cniained in prison for a year. Then Bhwani 
Daa was released QTl the sceurJty of his bi^tber^ Sri Niwaa. Adina 
Beg one night escaped and retired to the bills to avoid capture. 
BJiwani Das was therenpon re-arrcstcd and ordered to render account 
of the income and expenditure. He respectfully replied that he 
would disclose the accounts only in the presence of hfa mtistcr^ Adina 
Beg Khan- He waa at once put in to a large pot and hAlf-boilcd^ 
but even then he did not yieEd\ Lakhpat Rai was ao much

Ho fc«jpt the young Governor so pktliijd l?y his administrative ubility 
and geiod bcliaviour that Shahnawaz Kliau never interfered with 
him uud Adiua Be^; Khan gained complete cemtml over the govem-

Kban was pilid H certain ameunL of cash and jewels, whereupon he 
withdraw to bisi fas^tiati in the Jullundor I>oab. The Waair then 
begged the viecxoyaliy of tlic Punjab for llimself. After long luaj-^ 
Lation and persuasion tlio Emperor agreed ?5nd appointed Vahiya 
Khan Deputy Viceroy on 3rd January, 174&'. 

AdLua Beg Khan now found himself placed poblicuEly under 
Yahiya Khan, Yahiya Khan had no control over Shahnaiva^ Khan 
and, in order to maintain hb sway over the Jullundur Doab, which 
was the most fertile part of the Punjab, he treated Adina Beg Khan 
with grnsit consideration. Adina Beg Khan played his part so 
caUCiflusly and eonaummateJy that he won the trust of Yahayn Khan* 
retaining at the aamc time the confidence of Sh^bnawa^ Khan, 
though the brothers were openly hostile to each other. He gave 
positive proof or his loyalty to the Lahore Viceroy hy persecuting 
the Sikhs, when the latter's minister, DrwaU Liikhpat Rai^ carried 
■Dci ft hard campaign against th-em from April to June, 174S^.

On hisaring diLs 
Ahmad Shah wsjb upset, but hia spiritual guidt, Ssiyyid Muhammad 
SiibiE Shah, pressed Ahmad Shah tfl Allow him to proceed in adv^nneo 
to bring ShahnawgtE back to allegiance. Consequently, he left the 
Dunrani army at Rohtaa and advanced towards Lahore by rapid 
marches.

poJsQD, on the 3rd November, 1733. HLs doatEt a lig-nal for the 
forties of dcsxwptpon disorder to inalte ht.Tidway, Miiin had left a 
two-vearwsid Kh, who was now pL'(>ckinicd Victsfoy, hut the real 
power lay in the hatidfl of the JHASt-erfol wkloiv of Myin, Surayya 
Begant (by some cal ^ Murad Bej^anij known as the Mughtaoi Begarti} 
■4 lady of rtraarkabic addresa and unbounded omhitioin 

Bhikari Klian^ surnamcd RosJsau-ud-UauEals, Riutam-j-Jan^^ a 
Tufki General and cotircler of Lahore, wlso WAJ " the dearest friend 
and nuait cj-usted factoLuEn of Mum imd tlio “ centre of all affairs 
in the province in his timc,”^ icvolt^d ayfainsit the Begam. She, 
Jiowever^ clcvcrfy won twxr the Other TuL-ki nobles and succeeded in 
jcmciving the ducat of dvil war. But another caCastrophe aoon fdl 
u[jOn her, which cut oJT her hopes and left hex in the lurch for some 
tune. The Baby-Gfl-v^tnuor died early in May, 1734^ di^slnyirtg the 
same sym.i>U>«is orpoboning as hia lather." 

The domineerLug Bq^iiin now openly placed herseif at the head, 
of the Govemirterit of the Fnujab and dcapatdtcd her agents tp 
Kandahicr ^\s t^li as to Delhi to secure approval. The new 
Emperor, Alamgi^ II, iippointed MumJn K.Lian as Govemo-r of the 
Punjab on Lhe 23t3i Oatoher, 1754, but hb authority Was negatived 
by the Begam, In whose hands lay the real control of gevOmmentA 
The Mughlaiij Begam catabliHhcd herself securely in the seat 
of the provinciaE governmeut. But she SOOU fsh into a course of 
pleasure attd abandoned modesty^. EunUchs were the only mcditiin 
tlirough whom the Mughlani Btgam -conducted tJic State affair.^.

Sadiq Hcg now approached 
Adina Beg Khan^ the Geverner of the JullunduT Doah, for help.

CHAPTER VII 

AUINA BEG AS PUNJAB V^G^ROV UNDEP. 

MARATHA SUZERAINTY-^APRIL, 1758 TO 
SEPTEMBER, 1758, 

By A^H], 1758j Adina Bc^ Khan had attaLned lc> hi^ z^^nithj, 
hn'^ving h^TQ-ugliL all the Poxijab fi'am the Jumna tu the Indus intu 
subjeetin^^. He- nt/w Set almut the^ task af tlie c^nsahdatiou ‘vvhhih 
’was a pHrnmount uccesaty at iJie tunc. He had been known in the 
Punjjib fflt ne^ly ti^enty ycaraL D-urJng this time he had imprnised 
his pew?hah(.y not nnly on those tcrritorScs which were diifectly 
j^verned by hilttp but aiso on other parts ttf the provincG, He had 
made a name for hiraseff by hii vigour, discipline and goad govern¬ 
ment. Consequently the maase^, who had been ground down under 
oppresaion, reM-ived Eum with arelief. He Cook about a month and a 
hall in organising the government and then turned his atfentiun to 
die disturbing dements. 

TIic Sikhs Lmd had the satisiaotion of taking revenge on the A^hans 
for Jahan Khan's slaughtei'of their co-rcSiBLonistE and dcsccrSitiOn of 
their holy buildings at Amritsiir. But they knew tliat thoy would 
not hntve things their oiv« way dmiug the rfgime of Adina Beg 
Khan^ who was too elever for them. Adina Beg Khan wm now 
well placed. The Delhi Govcmmenl was too weak and distracted to 
challenge hb Aiprematy, while the danger frtirti the Dutr-Olli was for 
the tini« removed. The m^in eofuid^f^t-ion for him was, the coUec- 
tion of 75 Jakhs of rupees, which ho lisd to p^ay to the MarnthaS, 
and ihb huge »um oould not be colLccCed till the Sikh distU]:'banees 
were qmdied iind there was peace in the country, W tli:4t the 
pea^^ts and the loerchants could Ibll&W their avocations without any 
molestation. He Clicrefore advised the Sikhs to cease their Jawless 
activities. But they defied him^ so he decided to subdue them.

The Sikhs now fled tfwwmds Malwa. TTiis territory waj ia Lhe 
Sirhind Didsion^ where Endiq Beg Khan was the Governor. No 
sooner had the Sikhs croEsed the Eutkj than Sadiq l3cg, under strict 
injunedona fmm Adina Beg Kh^n, otigaged them in tin Action near 
(he vilLige Sanglndan. The -Govertiftr'E swl'licJs opei!^ ed a heavy fire 
on them and oraated havoc Sn their ranks. They wpfc forced to flecj 
leaving their ramp and haggag^f to be loot<id by the enemy. Hotly 
pirrsucd by Sadiq’s troops^ they stiddchly turned and, as the enemy 
had left their heavy gnus l>thirtd 3 they fell an prey to the wrath 
ofthcKhalsa. But Sadiq Beg rcEornr^d hia troops, who again 
□pened and the Sikhs again fled with their wounded comradrA.^ 
At this time when the whole country was mined by the con¬ 
stant fight with the Sikhs, (he rains in July and August entirely 
failed and as a conseqneate a ssevere famine broke out in the Punjab, 
in the couniry of Manjba wheat Vrfi^ no* avaLlahlo even at th e 
rate of two Seen to the rupee. Ad[na Beg Khan prevented the 
import of Dom from MalwA, in Order to starve out the Siklis . Thia 
made grain still dearer.

wished to regain the government 3 and pn^eeuted (hem when he 
found himself well cuahliahcd and string enough w do so. 

Adlna Beg Khan waa cCever also In keeping ibe powerful ehieli 
of tht country undea' him always in good humour.

Tliij treaty waa renewed in 13SD with the addition of Bome new 
ArcieJes which cscludcd the Ameriean^ ako and jpurported to 
decide some hordcx dbpwtea on chc side of CuCch, for the EritiBh 
franticr now touched on Sindh after the Jjnal defeat o.r the Mahra^tta 
confederacy in IBIS. The Amirj engaged to r^strAin the fthoSaa 
and other predatory tribes from. mafcEns inroads into Cutch. The 
KhoiaEj however^ were not restrained till i&2o^ when the British 
aascrablcd a force of demortstratcoa in Gutch which had the dcaiicd 
effect. It may^ however, l>e noted that this second treaty' wiih the 
Amin could only be enforced by a show of fOrce, 

Apart from tins the interest of the Brittah Govei'ntnent in Sindh 
Hanjit 51r^Kh BDd during the twentiea was conniusd mainly to WAtch- 
SjniiJi. aacertainiug tho activideB and views of 

Maharaja Ranjit Singh towaida that valley, REmjit Singh otablish- 
cd hia fine srcgular connCcdon with that couniry soon after his 
tonquat of Multan: in 1513^. In the beginning there ^vcie no regular 
TdiAtij of cither at the Othef^S courta^ hut there existed an annual 
interchange of presenij and cEvihtics between the Amirs and Ranjlt 
Siogii through specially deputed Envoya*.

A1J thtsc mcxvcrncnfe Wi^re H;areriitLy waLchcd without any definite 
idea of what puhcy the Bfiti^h Govermneot itself Bf^lng to follow 
tim'ards Sindh. The decide frtsm 1020 to 1830 Wiia^ with one 
minor rnioeption in 1023^ marked hy what may be caJlod oon-intcr- 
J^rciice, coupled with keen watchFyIntii. From 1&2S, when Ranjit 
&Lngh'B army was ivjsU. or^fanised, until the early yean of Lord Wiitiam 
Bentinck'a |>criad^ when the BritEsh G^verjiment changed its policy of 
non-in tfti^ftsfcncc and developed fnirlicr interest m Bind in the puciuic 
of peaceful commercial pfojcctij iLanjlt Singh oould have attacked 
Sindh;, and prohahly ^nccccdcd in amatgamating a good tract of 
that country with his own dominions wEthaut inviting British protst, 
let alone British in terffiiKncc. The British were not at this time 
^^intertstfid" in Sindh. Ranjit Singh in fact renJised this and even 
made plans for attacking Sindhn hut just at this time there appeared 
on thft Fciliawar frontier a formidahlc focp the fanatic Syed Ahmad^ 
who Inquired the whole of hiS Sittentiofl- RarijLt Singh had provided 
hiirHcLr with an eKuse Jn 1026, when lie riciDanded from the On^'lClyB 
of the Amir at hb court the trihutc which the latter had hcce paying 
to tht A^han Gevemment. His argument was that iince the 
distmsfflherment of tho Kingdom of Kabul he had acquired the 
greatst shsire of ife authority and had succeeded to Its rightSr This 
claim 1 ! practically siniiiar to that previoualy put forth by the 
British in the cMc of the Gia-Sudej temtory when they declared 
themacives the successors of the MHrhatta 5 f.^ But the envoys of 
Sindh Amits disputwi the daim of Sitigh, who did hot press 

it any futhfir^ twcaosc of the new daJigea' in Ihc direction of Fnhawar. 

Though tbc 5ycd was finally defeated and killed by Kauwar 
ShcF Singh in ISSI, he had indireetiy saved Sindh frOhd falling into 
the handaof the ^'irtlideh," lit J83I when hia hands were frecj, tho 
Mahacftjii foupid that a ds^nge had come over his English allies in 
thdr attitude thWArds Sindh. This, among other mattenj led him to 

suspend his contemplated metres fbr a period of three or four 
years. 

Us thersfoie briefly examine the cireumBtanccs that were 
ch^giug rhe polity of the fiiitish Government and making them 
desirous of interiering in the eouctricj on and heyond the Indus.

Tlie dscay &f TurkisJi powcf in tht eLfihtwndi ctntury had laid 
T,«iy iifTclirjii, Persia open in Jiujupin attacic.

Catming,, the 
tlieii Secretary fior Foreign Affaire, who was oo-operat^pg with the 
H-unsiana in the Greek quealiDti in Europe, could not go to vrar ^Uh 
Ehem in Feriia and therefore got rid of the Creaty ohti^attona by p^y- 
inj^ the Shah a moderate aubddy. The FersLana were defeated and 
had to make ccMiDns of IcrrUofy to th? Ruasum^. Ftoih thia date 
(1823) they began to lean tou-arda an Blliance with Rufib. Wiahing 
to push stiU more eastwards^ tho Rtirtbna advised and encouraged tfie 
PeniuTM to wspand in that direction. Herein lay a danger ibr 
the British, To counteract qod eh^ck the inftutrioe gf RiLSRii tlitoitgh 
Forada m Hie countries to the east ai the latter was conadered 
os^enrlnl for maknLammg the stability at the British poaver in ImX^. 
It was thtrsfore decided to aequiie some knowledge of the posatbll- 
itica of nufitEury niovemcntJ Hinough tlkC« couiilrica and to leain ihc 
geographical conditions of the contincnCal approach to Indb- 
Though outwardly nothing dehnite had been said or doive about ihr.

The Prince Royal of Ptisia^ who was then overrunning Khurasan 
and lyhoM jnov^enta were caUwng alarm to the Govemnaent of 
India, waa no doubt doing ao under the guidspicC of Russia; but his 
real objeetwaa^ Baatj to get rid of the payment of "tlie Last instiihllient 
of ooe ensre of the IndcmmLy by numircating a compliance with tJie 
dedi-* of the Autocrat, who hud promiacd to write off that sum if 
tilt Prince Royal acted as desired by Russia ■ aeoondj to caCahlisb his ^ 
own (Prince Radars) aytfiurity over Khurasan as soon as the first 
object waa gainedj rather than to allow Rtmia to esteud i& kL^luflILCc^ 
Mr. Campbell waij however, quite convinced that it is to th<

Ibcrc is no doiibt that a natural right eitiitcd and in 1331, no one 
wonJd have denied tito jutlicc oF the Br^itiah Governmont;*^ ciaim.iv 
But the Aiuira had alw-^iys hetu ^uapieioua, and with diat faculty of 
instinct which oharactci-iscR animala and human beings in the Imver 
gi'jidc of civilisation, they had forracen that the independence of 
their country wa£ gone since die English had seen the river, Tlit 
English were now demanding me of the Indua for commercisJ 
puipuscs. Who knows wlien Uiey may Ijegin to use it for military 
purpoaes ? Two hundred y<&ars back they bad come to Indi^ as mere 
trudcra with alsi^ointjtiy no intentian ef cont^ucrlng iands^ but 
tliey were now maatcri from. Tort William to the banks of Jutnna- 
Ncarrr home they were touching th^ Sindh frontier un more thfim 
DTio stde. The ftpprOEwJs t>jr the itiovitabEe John Bull wes already 
casting Its shsidow on Norlhem India, nind they fcaied that Sindh 
might fall under hii away any moment. 

TThh Amirs AuJtMtD 

Pottingcr went to Bindh ajid started his negotiations, llie 
Amirt, who w-ore suspicions that he had ulterior deaigns, began to 
invite Sfuh Shujn, who Was then at Ludhiana negotiating with 
Ranjit Binghp for help Eo recover hk long lost kingdom. They jttso 
sent lettort to the Bsjakzai bietheis of Kabul intimating their 
willingness to pay all aneatj oTtribute, if they would Only avert the 
threateneef invasion of the English.*

Ranjit Singh was not aatisfied. He felt diat if an actrve eoan- 
m^rcial inteixtomia^ ivas atabhshed on tlic Indm, he miffht be 
loquircd to give up hia dtsignS tawai'dU Shikntpur. He maintained 
that aocordtn^ to the reJatkma iubaLstLng between the two powers 
(based On the Treat/ of Anvriiaar, 1309) lie ceoid only he eheok^d on 
the kft haol: of the Sutlej^ and that river according to him^ ended 
at iho pJace where it iritj^gcJ into the Lndui, ThcrefoTfl ShLkarpurj 
nr any other portion of Sindh for the tnat 4 f.r of thatj waa not tont^ 
prehended hy the tcriris of Ih* treat/. Early in [832, he [hti-cTaie 
wtoto back in answer to the Govcrnar-Gtncral's icttcra that he was 
wiiiing to co-operate in the opening of the navigation of the Tndia^ 
but he hoped that nothirtg woirW Fj»e doftc to disturb lhe treaty.^ 
He clearly aMms to have meant that he should not be requlied 10

He 
Eont intlmpitl-nn tO the Arnir3 that lie had boon cainraisEiofied by the 
Govertior^General to negotiate tvidi them on important matters Emd 
aaked for pfitJOiASLOm to inoceftd to Hyderabad for the purpoae. This 
having been granted, he arrived at thutisJaee in February^ 1932. He 
Lmtncdiatdy op^nvd negotlatiom aj^d dceLaricd hie purpnae. Trotrae^ 
ed negodatEons fnJlo^ved^ but ultimately SCpamte treaties were conclude 
cd %Tfith llw Atti iia of Hydembad KhyrpuL' in ApHi, 1332- The 
treaties consisted of seven and hmr articles, respecdvoly, in which the 
Amirs agroed to allow the use of dsc Indus and the roads oFSindh to 
the merchants of Mndustau.
